Rome. July 37—CAP)—Ameri- 


can troops climbed in relentlessly 
on Livorno (Leghorn) today after 
capturing the dominating height 
of Monte Magiorc and pushing on 
up the Italian west coast to the 
edge of Montcncro. only four miles 
from the heart of the big port. 


Simultaneously other American 


forces slammed forward in the 
Era valley to within five and one- 
half miles of the Arno river In 
a broad flanking movement well 
east of Livorno and Pisa. 


The newest gain brought the 


Fifth 
Army up against strong 


German defensive positions and 
fierce- fighting raged all along the 
front, with the enemy launching 
sharp counterattacks.

An official announcement said 


French troops of the Fifth Army. 
which were .credited with captur 
ing Poggibonsi over the weekend, 
had driven back on heavy counter- 
attack and were holding to their 
positions.

Shocking Story 


(Th« following story, distribut- 


ed by The Associated Press, was 
written by Serg. David Dcmpscy. 
New York City, a Marine Corps 
combat correspondent.) 


Saipan. Marianas Islands (De- 


layed)—Marines have named it 
the "Cave of Horrors", for of the 
hundreds of caves on this island, 
none has produced a story as grim 
as this one.' 


In a secluded spot in a canyon 


well behind our own lines two Ma- 
rines passing by heard Japanese 
voice*. They lisic-ned. decided the 
voices were coming from a cave, 
and crept as close as they could 
to the top of the cliff where the 
cave was located. 


One of the Marines peered over 


the cliffs edge to find a Japa- 
nese stoldier staring up at' him. 
He heard the click of a rifle bolt 
and pulled his head back quickly. 
The Marines went back for help. 


Second Lieut. Charles T. Cross.

might bay, under my own locomo- 
tion. 


"I had always liked farming 


and so. being afraid and uncertain 
of what I had done, 1 sought work 
on a farm in the southwest rather 
than go back and face my family 
until I could figure things out for 
myself.

dents. 
I really can't remember 


much about them. 1 was gored by 
a bull on one farm. 


Commons, who was an officer 


in World War I, was gassed (in 
the Russian campaign and deco-

1 
worked there for some time. Ki- 
nally.

"not considered himself missing in 
late years'', because many peisons 
in Madison knew Ins whereabouts. 
He said he had used his own name 
continuously, since leaving Wis- 
consin and had registered for .se- 
lective service in Poughkccpsic, 
X. Y. 
• Son of Dr. John Rogers Com- 
mons, retired University of Wis- 
consin economist 
now living 
in 


Fort Laudcrdale. Fla., Commons 
was married but Ins wife, Ellen 
Holland Commons, obtained a di- 
voicc in 1937—seven years after 
he had mystei ioiibly left home. He 
was declared legally dead a year 
later in a Circuit court order ob- 
tained in Madison. 


The court order, granted on pe- 


tition of his wife, directed the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company 
of Xcw York to pay her §9,376.76 
of a 510,000 life insurance policy. 
Court records show the payment 
was made,. 


Mrs. Commons, now a librarian 


for the social security commis- 


sion in Washington. D. C.. said 
today the only reason she divorced 
Commons was to obtain legal cus- 
tody of their daughter. Anne, now

And they may even decide to 


dip further into the cord tire field 
for more yarn. This would mean 
fewer new lues.

Teacher Shortage 


The National Education Associ- 


ation has reported a teacher short- 
age cf 70,000, Uic greatest in our 
history, and has also revealed that 
170,000 teachers were new to the 
job last year, many of them with 
insufficient training. 


Thig situation is serious, but 


certainly not surprising4. It -was 
to be expected that the armed 
forces would take many teachers, 
and it has—to the number of 100,- 
000 in the past two years. 
But 


in the 'same' period about twice 
that number have left teaching 
for better paying jobs-.

something is done, our education 
system will get only a fraction 
of them back.

"Teddy" to Hi-. Men 


Many nice things 
were said 


about him,

star on his shoulder. "Teddy" they 
called him—to his face. 


He was assistant commander 


of the 4th division, but his first 
love was the famous "Fighting' 
1st" which he served as a major
